He Expresses Hope Wag- 
ner Bill for $800,000,000 
Will Be Passed. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 17.—P)— 
In a new plea for funds to continue 
the federal government’s low rent 
housing program, Secretary Ickes ex- 
pressed hope today that the next con- 
gress would pass the Wagner bill to 
authorize expenditure of more than 
$800,000,000 during the next 10 years. 

Senator Wagner, democrat, New 
York, author of the measure, said re- 
cently he planned to reintroduce it. 

Earlier, the PWA_ administrator 
wrote the executive committee of the 
advisory board on Chicago 
projects “in spite of the fact the Wag- 
ner bill was not passed in the last 
session of congress, it is my personal 
opinion that necessity itself will as- 
sure the continuation of a valid hous- 
ing program in this country.” 2 

Ickes said he agreed with the com- 
mittee’s criticism of the centralized 
control over the 50 projects now under 
way, but contended this “obviously 
was necessary at first.” He added: 

“It always has been my hope that 
once a demonstration program had 
been developed, municipalities would 
carry the work forward as local en- 
terprises. This has been our objective 
from the beginning.” 

No funds are now available through 
the PWA housing division except for 
its present $130,000,000 project.

|Man ‘Didn’t Mention’ Check Thett 
At First Trial--F aces Second Term 


Twice last year Roy E. Johnson ex- 
tracted government relief checks from 
the mail, cashed them and bought gro- 
ceries for his wife and infant son. 

Just once he was caught for one 
of the offenses, served six months in 
jail and was recently restored to free- 
dom. He felt relieved. He had served 
out his time for the second theft and 
he felt sure that no one knew any- 
thing about his first offense. No one 
had asked him about it and he re- 
frained from mentioning it. His prison 
term ended, he promised himself he 
would never steal again and started 
out to lead a clean life. 

Yesterday, however, he learned just 
how relentless the United States secret 
service can be. He was arrested again, 
this time for the first offense, com- 
mitted six months before the one for 
which he has just finished serving 
time. United States Commissioner Ed 
S. Griffith ordered him held yesterday 
under $500 bond for federal grand 
jury action. 

Johnson, according to his confes- 
sion to United States Secret Service 
Operative in Charge George H. Brod- 
nax yesterday, said that he stole his 


first check in May, 1935, when he 
found it in an envelope addressed to 
Minnie Bradley at the house he and 
his family occupied at 497 Capitol 
avenue. Johnson had his wife sign 
the name, “Minnie Bradley,” as an 
indorsement on the back and he took 
it out and cashed it, 

Nothing happened. 

In November he happened across 
another such check addressed to La- 
vonia Williams and, feeling safe, he 
went through the same process. Three 
weeks later he was serving six months 
for ‘stealing Lavonia Williams’ check. 

If he had mentioned the first check 
at the time he was sentenced for the 
first, he would doubtlessly have fin- 
ished serving time for both offenses 
by now. But he said yesterday: 

“The judge didn’t mention it. and 
I didn’t mention it.” 

Now he has to go through the proc- 
esses of trial all over again. 

To Secret Service Agent Brodnax, 
Johnson declared that his wife knew 
nothing of what she was doing when 
he had her indorse the checks.

Ships Crippled, Homes, and 
Crops Destroyed by Gales 
in Islands. 


MANILA, Aug. 18.—(Tuesday)— 
(P)—Death-dealing typhoons which 
spread waste and destruction across 
northern Luzon andthe Philippine 
waters, raced toward the China coast 
tonight where 100 men were reported 
buried in a storm-tumbléd landslide. 

At least 13 persons were killed, 
three ships crippled and native homes 
and crops in Luzon destroyed by the 
60-mile-per-hour gales that lashed the 
northern shores. 

The storms toppled lighthouses, add- 
ing to the marine hazards. 

The Manila government took steps 
to aid homeless residents in the north- 
ern provinces where crops were report- 
in some 


| ed 90 per cent destroyed 
| areas, 

The storm swept in Saturday, hurl- 
ing the eoast and geodetic survey ves- 
sel, Fathomer, on a reef at Port San 
Vineente, and wrecking an unlisted 
boat, Dewtee. The Fathomer’s crew 
of American officers and Filipino sea- 
men made shore safely, but no word 
came from the Dewtee, which called 
for help after running aground. 

The most severe typhoon since 1923 
struck the Hong Kong region, a 
the British vessel Sunning, with 4 
passengers, aground in Junk bay.

In Valencia. 


VALENCIA, Aug. 4.—(By air via 
Madrid to Paris)—For a week the 
tension in Valencia was so great that 
nobody slept or went home. The en- 
tire population stayed in the streets. 
The civic authorities refused to open 
the arsenals and arm the people, as 
Madrid had ordered. On the other end 
of the town, across the river, three 
regiments of soldiers were confined to 
their barracks. They gave no sign of 
sympathy. Their officers were known 
to be adherents o!f the rebellion. Any 
moment the regiments might march 
into the town, siaughter the repub- 
lican Jeaders and set up a terror. The 
city covered itselt with barricades in 
anticipation of a fierce struggle. 

On Sunday morning, the colonel of 
the regiment of engineers, called his 
men into the square of the barracks 
and said: “This morning we occupy 
Valencia. Tomorrow we march on 
Madrid.” He had not the words out 
of his mouth or a shot rang out and 
he toppiead forward dead. A sergeant, 
named Jose Fabra, had killed him. 
A minute later all the officers of the 
regiment were dead. The engineers 
marched out into the town to join 
the people. Armes were distributed. 
A delegation was sent to the bar- 
racks held by the 13th Lancers and 
another delegation to the citadel occu- 
pied by the artillery. Those delega- 
tions did not return. When it became 
known that their emissaries had been 
fusilladed, the people could not be 
held back. Together with the engi- 
neers they marched on the military

Relative Importance of Facts « | 
And Insinuations in Accurate 
_ Reporting Discussed by McGill

Being one of the working reporters in the newspaper trade, it was 
in.some sorrow I read the remarks of Mr. W. T. Anderson, coming hot 
from the linotype machine, in which he challenged the accuracy of news 
reports turned in by those covering events in the present campaign. 
All of which causes me to rise and say: 

As a reporter whose assignments take him here and there about the 
state, I often have borrowed the use of a typewriter at Mr. Bill Ander- 
son’s newspaper shop, The Telegraph, in Macon. 

I recall Mr. Anderson as an amiable gentleman. Which makes me 
all the surer Mr. Anderson busted at least one red gallus last week when 
he heaved up that editorial entitled, “Crooked Newspaper Work,’ and 
carried it to the compositors. There was a load which required a lot of 
balancing to carry. 

It included a lot of words such as “rascality,”’ fraud” and “‘untruth,” 
They are lovely words and are standing up fine. They have been em- 
ployed for centuries by those who found the shoe fitted and put it on 
with subsequent discomfort. And Mr. Anderson was impelled to use them 
with lots of fervor. 

As one of the reporters assigned to cover a few of the happenings 
in the campaigns now engaging the state, it was interesting to observe 
that Mr. Anderson’s editorial was employed to insinuate a number of 


things. 


THOSE TROOPS 
AT MONROE. ' 

It was stated that the citizens of Monroe had affirmed there were no 
troops at the recent speaking of the Governor at Monroe other than 
those engaged in social and civic activities. 

This appeared on the same day as did an affidavit from the chief 
of police at Monroe who said a prominent Talmadge official had told 
him the soldiers were coming and would spend the night and that mem- 
bers of the Monroe unit told him they were there. 

In a formal statement Chief T. E. Dorsey says: 


“The troops were here August 4 and August 5, as has been previously 
stated. On the afternoon of August 4 I was approached by a prominent 
Talmadge supporter and informed that in view of reports that Talmadge 
would be egged, a group of soldiers had come in from Atlanta to spend the 
night and that 125 more would arrive Wednesday morning.”

This explains, no doubt, why pistols and blackjacks were carried along.

It must be assumed, since they were not ordered there, they did it 
all by accident. 

There must have been at least 125 surprised faces when they each 
met, impelled by some unknown urge, to catch the same train for the 
same destination, all armed, and in civilian clothes, to engage in social 
activities in Monroe. The society of Monroe is charming but the so- 
ciety pages of no newspaper carried any item of social news or gaiety in 
which 125 visiting soldiers participated. It would be interesting to know 
if they checked their blackjacks and pistols at the door. They often 
interfere with dancing. ’ 

The affidavit from Monroe said the soldiers expected to be paid. 
This is most unusual, asking pay for paying social visits. 


CAMERAS 
DON’T LIE. 

The editorial also was employed to insinuate there had been rascality 
in the accounts of the Swainsboro speaking of the Governor. It said 
the citizens had sworn the speaking stand was paid for by public sub- 
scription. This undoubtedly was true.

Thus, a salutary peace has come to Washington. 


VOICES The question of whether Father Coughlin has been put un- 
der good behavior restrictions for the presidential campaign 
is still an open one, despite the whoopee made at his Cleveland conven- 
tion.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 17.—(P)— 
A published report that Ambassador 
Claude G. Bowers had been ordered 
ashore from the coast guard cutter 
Cayuga after friction with naval of- 
ficers over the direction of naval ves- 


Sels in Spanish waters today was de- 
nied by William Phillips, acting sec- 
retary of state. 

The Army and Navy Journal, an 
unofficial publication, carried the re- 
port that when Bowers established 
his “floating embassy” aboard the 
Cayuga, he assumed “the role of com- 
mander of the fleet” and began is- 
suing orders to the commanding of- 
ficer of the cutter and to the com- 
manding officers of the naval vessels 
standing by.” 

“The navy and coast guard officers 
of course told him that while they 
would be glad to consult with him 
and receive his advice, they took or- 
ders only from the navy and treasury 
department or the President,” the 
service journal added. 

Ambassador Protested. 

Asserting that the ambassador then 
protested to the state department, 
the journal’s account added: 

“He soon had a reply from the sec- 
retary of state advising him to go 
ashore.” 

While his attention was called to 
the report at his press conference 
today, Phillips said there was noth- 
ing to it, adding there had been very 
close team-work all along between 
state department agents, including the 
ambassador, and the naval authori- 
ties. 

The state department announced 
today that nine Americans, evacuat- 
ed from Barcelona by the British war- 
ship, Gallant, arrived in Marseilles, 
France, on August 16 and that United 
States nationals continued to leave 
that Spanish seaport city singly and 
in small groups.

Pacific Institute Hears Dele- 
gate Refer to Japan as 


‘Aggressor.’ 


YOSEMITE, Cal., Aug. 17.—(?)— 
Chinese unification has been hastened 
by Japanese “aggressions” in North 
China, Dr. Hu Shih, chairman of the 
Chinese delegation, told the Institute 
of Pacific Relations today. 

“I do not care for a softer word,” 
he said in terming the Japanese ac- 
tion in North China “aggressions.” 

“Another potent factor in unifica- 
tion has been the failing hand of the 
western powers in the far east area,” 
he said. “‘We are aware as we never 
have been that the good will of the 
west toward China is subject to se- 
rious discount when the crisis becomes 
acute. 

“America’s increasing isolation is 
an instance. Your middle west, con- 
cerned so largely with itself, has al- 
ways been an enigma to any person 
associated with the world view. ‘The 
American middle -west some day will 
be jarred from its provincialism.”

SAINT JEAN LE LUZ, France, 
Aug. 17.—(?)—The story of how 
500 screaming rebel hostages burned 
to death at Bilboa in a warehouse 
fire started by shells from a rebel 
cruiser was told here tonight.

Certain voices, especially high-pitch- 
ed ones of children, annoy the round- 
eyed, curly-haired lad who after a 
tonsil-adenoids operation last July 24 
heard his mother speak and then 
asked:

How many colors has a rainbow? 
is a hard question to answer.

CHAPTER 1—INSTALLMENT II. 
Valuation. 
Valuation is the count of winners 


and losers in a player’s own hand, as 
cena in partnership and opponents’ 
ands. 


In the case of partner’s or oppo- 
nents’ hands, valuation is tantamount 
to placing of suit-lengths and honor- 


strength. Valuation (taking stock of 


the hand) is the first step in the 
process of bidding and has its paral- 
lel in the play of the cards, where 
the actual play is always preceded by 
making a plan. 
Information or Partnership Language. 
Information or partnership language 
consits of positive and negative in- 
ferences gathered from the kind 
(opening, secondary, shutout bid, and 


eo forth) and the level (one-odd, two- 


odd, and so forth) of the bid made. 

Many of the more common or more 
important inferences have developed 
into bidding conventions which are 
nothing but crystallized inferences. 
Usually a convention, a method or a 
rule, expresses in a brief, summarized 
statement the chain of inferences un- 
derlying the best way to treat a 
bidding situation. A very smal] num- 
ber of conventions are “artificial’’ in 
the sense that they do not spring 
naturally from the logic of the bid- 
ding situation, but ure an agreement 
between partners (of course with the 
full knowledge of the opponents) that 
a certain bid shall have a special 
meaning. It is impossible to play 
contract without some minimum of 
conventions, especially in slam _ bid- 
ding. And persons who claim they 
conventions” either play 
bumble-puppy bridge or do plan con- 
ventions that are tactily understood. 
You need a system for everything— 
to cross a street, write a book, woo 
Bridge play-

A bridge system is a unified body 
of bridge knowledge consisting of 
principles, methods, conventions, or 
rules which are logically connected. 
There are but two or three really 
different system of bridge. Simply 
because a player changes the mean- 
ing of a few bids he does not play 
a different system.
